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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4,1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ishii in view of McMahon. 

Ishii discloses a musical score display which comprises all features claimed 
except for the display lighting level control. McMahon discloses a portable handheld 
reading device which comprises automatic and manual display lighting level control 
(Col. 3 last para.). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt 
the teachings of Ishii with those of McMahon so as to allow for more flexible display of 
musical scores. 

Claims 5,6,19,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ishii/McMahon as disclosed above and further in view of Eller et al. 

The Ishii/McMahon combination as disclosed above comprises all features 
claimed but does not disclose the Web server / payment / downloading features as 
claimed. Eller et al. discloses a method and apparatus for musical score access which 
comprises the Web server / payment / downloading features (Figs. 1-4). It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt the Ishii/McMahon combination 
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with the Eller teachings, so as to allow a user a greater variety of musical scores to 
display while providing for the copyright protection of the composer. 

Claims 7-10,12-18,21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ishii/McMahon/Eller as disclosed above and further in view of 
Connick Jr. 

The Ishii/McMahon/Eller combination as disclosed above comprises all features 
claimed but does not disclose the index and notation features as recited. Connick Jr 
discloses a system and method for coordinating music display which comprises index 
and notation (Abstract). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kosakaya et al., Romero et al., Brown, Jr., Hamilton, Errico, 
Sitrick, and Gardner et al are further cited to show related teachings in the art.
